The decision was reached after a full hearing of 
the case by the Assistant Attorney-General for the Postoffice Department, 
who recommended the issuance of a fraud order, and upon an onan of the 
Attorney-General dated July 6, holding that the Postmaster-General was 
“legally justified in issuing the order. 
“In response to a citation to show cause why a fraud-sorder should not issue 
‘against them, the People’s United States Bank and E. G. Lewis appeared 
yefore the Assistant Attorney-General for the Posioffice Department June 18 
in the persons of George H. Shield and Shepard Barclay, attorneys, and E. 
Cabot and H. L. Kramer and made answer to the charges,

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INDICTMENT OF LEWIS 
—FROM CORTELYOU’S STATEMENT. 

Lewis failed to show that he ever intended to subscribe 
or was in a financial condition to subscribe, for the amount 
of stock which he said he would take. 

The directors did not guard the interests of the people, 
but complied with every request of Lewis for the loan of 
money. 

Lewis admitted that hundreds of thousands of dollars 
were loaned to himself and his various enterprises. 

Lewis actions were contrary to his representations and 
indicate his intention to conduct the bank and handle the 

| people’s money for his own gain. 

Lewis made false and fraudulent statements to the 
effect that no man or body of men could ever get control of 
the bank or divert its funds from the absolutely safe lines 
laid down. 

Lewis failed to repay loans as ordered by Secretary of 
State Swanger. 

Lewis showed a book in which was recorded a blanket 
approval by the board of directors of all loans previously 
made. This approval was dated ten days after a loan of 
$50,000 to Lewis on his personal note.

the Postmaster-General found that the directors chosen for the first year con- 
sisted of the five following persons: Jt. G. Lewis, Frank J. Cabot, editor of 
the Women’s Magazine, practically »wned by Mr. Lewis; Augustine P. Coak 
ley, E. W. Thompson and G. A. Arbogast, employes of the Lewis Publish- 
ing Co., which is under the control and arrangement of Lewis. 


“These men could not reasonably be presumed to guard the interests of 
the stockholders, as Mr. Lewis represented they would. That they did not 
«guard the interests of the people, but complied with every request of Mr. 
Lewis for the loan of money, is evidenced by the fact that hundreds of 
thousands of dollars were loaned to Mr. Lewis and his enterprises. 


DIRECTORS WERE LEWIS’ PUPPETS. 


“Mr. Lewis stated at the hearing that the directors had never refused to 
make a loan he requested. At that time he was also asked to show the 
vote of the Board of Directors for a loan of $50,000 to himself on his per- 
sonal note. He thereupon showed in the book where the votes of the di- 
rectors were recorded, a blanket approval by the board of all loans pre- 
viously made, it being dated 10 days subsequent to the loan. 

“The most important of the repreSentations and promises which Mr. Lewis 
made and those which he repeated and emphasized most were to the effect 
that all funds of this bank would De loaned by a committee composed of 
three directors each from the five principal banks of St. Louis, that all 
loans which the Board of Directors might desire to make must first be passed 
upon by this committee of fifteen and thus absolute security assured, that 
the funds could not be loaned to himSelf or other directors, and further, that 
the capital of the bank would be invested in Government bonds and other 
equally good securities. 


“These representations were repeatedly and persistently made by Mr. 
Lewis from the beginning of his operations to the present time. In con- 
nection. with them he frequently dwelt upon the dangers threatening banks 
in permitting officers and directors to receive loans. He said that ‘enter- 
prises in which the officers and directors may be personally interested ftre- 
quently have courtesies extended to them and money advanced them which 
if’ publicly known would put the bank out of business.’ 


“The evidence showed, and Mr. Lewis admitted, that hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars were loaned to himself and his various entérprises and no 
committee of fifteen had been established, but that the loans had been made 
practically at Mr. Lewis’ will. On March 15, the day after the inspectors be- 
gan their investigation in the bank, Mr. Lewis placed in its assets two notes, 
one for $530,000, signed by himself alone, without oollateral, the other for $146.- 
375.63, signed by the Board of Directors. Mr. Lewis received no money from 
the bank at that time, the notes being put into the bank to cover money pre- 
viously expended by Mr. Lewis. 


LOANS TO LEWIS AND ASSOCIATES. 


“The last mentioned note, Mr. Lewis claimed, covered money spent in pro- 
motion of the bank, but as the Secretary of State of Missouri declined to al- 
low the item, it stands as a personal loan to the directors. On March 15, Mr. 
Lewis had loaned from the bank’s funds to himself and his enterprises $354,- 
604.63, the paid-in capital stock of the bank then being half a million. 

“On March 29, when $2,000,000 capttal stock had been paid in, a state- 
ment furnished by Mr. Lewis at the hearing upon request, showed that he 
had loaned to himself and his enterprises $907,538.83. These loans include 
$146,375.63 to the directors, $390,000 to the Lewis Publishing Co., $346,- 
163.20 to the University Heights Realty and Development Co., and $25,000 
to E. G. Lewis. At that time Mr. Lewis had 843,730 ef the bank’s money 
invested in stockg and bonds of his entcrprises. 

“The evidence further showed that Lewis had agreed to loan $66,666.66 of 
the bank’s money on an unsecured note, but was prevented from doing so by 
Secretary of State Swanger. The University Heights Realty and Development 
Co., which had borrowed from the bank $346,163.20 and the stock of which to 
the extent of 1277 shares, Mr. Lewis sold to the bank, is shown to have assets 
consisting for the most part of land purchases for $200,000 as a speculation in 
suburban property, and upon which Mr. Lewis stated about $150,000 had been 
expended in improvements. Its Habilities are shown to be $674,700.53. 

“The evidence also shows that Mr, Lewis made false and fradulent repre- 
sentntions to the effect that no man or body of men could ever get control of 
the bank or divert its funds from the absolutely safe lines laid down. Many 
other representations as to the success and great carnings of the bank, as 
to the advance of the stock to several times par, are found to be false and 
made for the purpose of deceiving. 


LEWIS OBTAINED PROXIES, 


“It appears further that until checked by the Secretary of State, Mr. 
Lewis endeavored to obtain his proxies from all stockholders, appointing him- 
self to vote the stock, which proxies should remain in force for three years at 
least and in case revocation was desired in that time Mr. Lewis was to have 
opportunity to purchase the stock. 


‘On April 8, 19%, the cashier of the bank told the inspectors that 4381 shares of 
the increased capital stock had been issued and in every instance the share- 
holder had signed a proxy to the above effect. This action of Mr. Lewis was 
contrary to his representations and indicates his intention to conduct the bank 
and handle the people's money for his own gain. It is in direct contravention 
to the many representations that this would be the People's Bank and subject 
absolutely to the control of the people. 


“It appears that on June 5 last John E. Swanger, Secretary of State, 
made a number of demands upon Mr. Lewis as to the future conduct of the 
bank. which corroborated the report of the inspectors as to the condition of 
affairs above outlined. Since the demands, which, among other things, required 
immediate return to the bank of all funds borrowed by Mr. Lewis and his en- 
terprises. Mr. Lewis had failed to pay the loans. 

“Mr. Lewis is receiving a large number of remittances for stock in the 
bank in his own name. The bank, through Mr. Lewis, its president, has 
sought remittances of money for deposits in the bank. These deposits are 
sought upon the same representations and from the same people as in the sale 
of stock. Upon these the bank is receiving remittances as deposits. It fur- 
ther appears that it is the intention of the bank to increase its stock to §$6,- 
000.000 and remittances are being asked for on that account. 


LEWIS AND THE BANK ARE ONE. 


“It is impossible to separate the bank from Mr. Lewis in this matter. 
The Attorney-General, to whom the Postmaster-General submitted the mat- 
ter for an opinion, said: 

| think there can be no doubt, upon the facts submitted, that E. qa. 
Lewis, the maker of these representations and promises, is to be regarded as 
conducting a “‘scheme or device for obtaining money through the mails: by 
means of them.” The facts stated represent him as the creator of the bank 
and absolute master of its charter, directors, stock and funds, and as di- 
verting these funds into the hands of himself and certain associates by way 
of loans to various companies of which he is the principal member. 

“<The existence of a charter of incorporation—another legal ‘‘person’’—af- 
fords no protection to him. A corporation can be used as an instrument for 
the violation of law. 

‘“*as for the bank and its mail, We may, upon the facts stated, treat the 
constant, public representations of its president, made with its acquiescence, 
and their fruits accepted by it, as its own, or look upon it as “agent or rep- 
resentative’ of Lewis in the reception of the mail. 

“The bank seems, according to the facts stated, to be no other than 
Lewis himself under a thin disguise,’ 

“The Postmaster-General, after a careful consideration of all the facts tn 
the case, and after considering all possible courses of action, decided that 
the interests of public could be best protected only by the issuance of a fraud 
order against the bank and Mr. Lewis.

CHICAGO, July 10.—*Thomas W. Law- 


s0n is about the worst Anarchist that 
Il have ever heard of,’’ Mayor Dunne 
sald today. 


“He raps at everything. He has ex- 
pressed distrust in all three branches of 
this Government—Executive, -Judicial 
and Legislative. He says that while 
President Roosevelt is honest, yet he 
can do nothing to correct the evils 
caused by the capitalists combinations, 
for Congress is controlled by the trust 
magnates. He says they buy and de- 
file the courts. Lawson a shrewd 
stock broker, with a keen vision that 
allows him to see how the people are 
being robbed by the trusts, but he has 
no faith in legislation as a cure for the 
evil.

panacea is for the public 


to sell its stocks. That is the _ stock 
gamblers’ way of getting even. Aaw- 
son is not a political economist. He 


evidently knows little about the science 
of government. Get rid of your stocks 
is his only cry.’ 

Thus Mayor Dunne replied to the at- 
tack on Municipal Ownership in Chi- 
cago, made by Mr. Lawson before the 
Chautauqua assembly at Ottawa, Kan., 
last Saturday. 

The Mayor exhibited some enthusiasm 
in using a sharp prod for Broker Law- 
son. His attention was called to the 
criticism by Lawson, made in the Iat- 
ter’s speech against ‘Frenzied Finance” 
and the ‘‘System.”’ The Boston man 
said the experiment of Municipal QOwn- 
ership of street railways in Chicago 
would fail because, if the “System’’ was 
able to corrupt law makers who have 
allthese years connived at the wretched 
management of the railways, what pos- 


sible hope could there be of relief when 


the roads were actually under the man- 
agement of city officials elected in the 
same way as the latwmakers and ad- 
ministrators, whose weakness and wick- 
edness have been so manifest. 

“As to the failure of municipal own- 
ership of gas in Philadelphia it is a 
notorious fact that the politicians delib- 
erately msmanaged the gas plant for 
the expresse purpose of placing it back 


into the hands of the capitalists,’ May- 
or Dunne said.

the Beck joint on the side of the 
square and the same number behind the 
IXuntz joint on South street. 

The time fuses on all these had been 
lit, but had out before touching 
the cap.

| Admiral Kruger Receives Kniaz 
Potemkin on Behalf of Czar 
) From Roumanians. 


HONOR MUTINEER CHIEF 


Invited to Meet Queen Eliza- 
beth—Imprisoned Officers 
Tell Tale of Horgor. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World, 
KUSTENJI, Roumania, July 10.—Rus- 
sia’s flag again floats over the battle- 
Ship Kniaz Potemkin and she is no 
longer the terror of the Black Sea. 
Admiral Kruger, with part of the Black 
Sea fleet arrived here yesterday, was 
received by Vice-Admiral Kollinsky, 
commanding the Roumanian squadron, 
who delivered to him the battleship in 
the name of King Charles of Roumania, 

for the Czar. 

The two admirals went at once aboard 
the Potemkin, took note of the condition 
of everything, after which the Russian 
admiral ran up his ensign. 

They then went aboard the Russian 
flagship, the Tschesnme, and had lunch. 

Everything on the Kniaz Potemkin 
was found in the wildest disorder, but 
nothing seriously damaged. 

Seven Russian officers were found in 
the hold in .prison and told gruesome 
Stories of the treatment by the mutin- 
eers. 

Disgraced by having been divested of 
their enualettes and swords, their cloth- 
ing torn to rags and horribly beaten, 
the men when first taken from the hold 
in which they have been in. total dark- 
ness for 10 lays, presented a ghastly 
Fight. They looked more dead than 
alive and the light of day at first 
blinded them. 

Loyal sailors and many officers, they 
Say, had been wantonly killed by the 
mutineers after they had secured con- 
trol of the ship. 

Matuschenko, one officer asserted, had 
killed 10 officers with his own hand 
after the men had been overpowered. 

The mutineers are some of them still 
in Odessa. A few assert that they were 
coerced into“*mutiny and want to go 
back to Russia. They will be sent. 
Most of these are married sailors. 

Admiral Kruger, after paying his re- 
spects to the authorities of the port and 
thanking the Government in the name 
of the Czar, sailed for Sebastopol. 
Nothing has been heard here of Tor- 
pedo Boat No. 267 which, came to the 
harbor with the Kniaz Potemkin, re- 
fused to surrender on the ground that 
the crew was not mutinous but had 
been coerced, and sailed away. It is un- 
derstood that she is on the way to 
Sevastopol.

MR. SWANGER’S RESPONSIBILITY. 


The information of the fraudulent character of 
the People’s United States Bank, which is contained 
in the fraud order. issued by Postmaster-General 
fortelyou against that institution, is not news to 
the readers of the Post-Dispatch. The Post-Dis- 
patch published practically all the facts upon which 


the order is based when the report of the inspection 


was made, Nor is the information new to John E. 
Swanger, Secretary of State of Missouri, who, al- 
though knowing the frauds and false representations 
by which millions were obtained from widely scat- 
tered stockholders and depositors permitted the 
bank to: continue its fraudulent business. 

It is fortunate for the deluded stockholders and 
depositors of the concern that its business was of 
such a nature that the Postoffice Department of the 
Federal Government could intervene for their pro- 
tection. Although, under the laws of Missouri, the 
Secretary of State was charged with the protection 
of the public from such dishonest practices, the only 
official document in the hands of the promoter and 
president of the bank was a letter from Mr. Swang- 
er approving his conduct and giving the concern a 
elean bill of financial health, Lewis used this letter 
as an advertisement with which to deceive the pub- 
lic and induce fresh dupes to entrust their money 
to the keeping of his bank. 

The facts and conclusions embodied in the Post- 
master-General’s fraud order lie not merely against 
the conditions of the bank’s business, disclosed by 
the department’s investigation, but against the 
character of the business and the methods of its 
managers. They found President Lewis’ representa- 
tions to be “false and made with intent to deceive.” 
Representations and promises were made which were 
not carried out—were never intended to be carried 
out and could not be carried out.

How to get out from under “the lid” and save its 
soul alive is what is bothering Hermann. 

“To save its soul alive?” Yes, that is the prob- 
lem, exactly, for there is a very close connection 
between the soul of Hermann and “the lid.” For 
this reason: 

The saloon is to Hermann as much a means of 
grace as the church. They are intimately associat- 
ed—the one a spiritous and the other a spiritual 
|power. In the good old days before the Folk re- 
gime each was kept open on Sunday. Both the vil- 
lagers and the farmers from the surrounding coun- 
try flocked to church and saloon alike on the Sab- 
bath day in search of consolation. The people out 
there believe thoroughly in the dictum of the poet 
that :

Now that “the lid” has been put on the saloon, 
the church languishes, and, according to latest re- 
ports, is in imminent danger of dissolution; thus 
the soul of Hermann, deprived of spiritual consola- 
tion, is dissatisfied and endangered. 

The Bosporus.—Because the Sultan of Turkey 
is sending big guns to be mounted on the bluffs of 
the Bosporus, the usual error of calling this strait 
the Bosphorus is again prevalent.

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A NEW LABOR ORGANIZATION. 

Discouraged by their repeated failures to induce 
the American Federation of Labor to engage in poli- 
ties, a number of the most radical labor leaders, in- 
eluding Eugene Debs, H. H. Moyer, Mother Mary 
Jones, Daniel De Leon, A. M. Simons and others 
have been holding a convention in Chicago, the re- 
sult of which is the launching of a new labor organi- 
zation which is intended to be of international scope. 

The main strength of the new body lies in the 
Western States, the nuclets being derived from the 
Western Federation of Miners and the American 
Labor Union, both very strong in Colorado and the 
States, and in California. 

One of the objects of the new organization is 
stated to be to bring together all grades of labor, 
with a single and moderate initiation fee, somewhat 
on the style of the old Knights of Labor body, weld- 
ing them into a uniform body, without the distinc- 
tions of rank and exclusiveness which characterize 
the American Federation. The idea seems to be to 
prevent those clashes of jurisdiction which frequent- 
ly cause dissension in that body. 

But the main object is poiitical. The leaders hope 
to be able to swing the new organization as a unit 
in behalf of labor policies. As they are mostly so- 
cialistic in their leanings, the Industrial Workers of 
the World, as the new body is called, may prove a 
powerful factor in the future of the Socialist party. 
The immediate effect of the rise of this organization, 
if it amounts to anything, will undoubtedly be a 
fight in labor’s ranks, as accessions of strength for 
the Industrial Workers must largely come from the 
older body.

THE CITY OF HOMES. 

The “industrial court” Rev. William Cochran is 
organizing to improve tenement life in St. Louis 
promises to be a model on which to organize future 
plans for*making tenement life endurable and re- 
spectable if not actually enjoyable. 

This will be a very great advance, but the still 
higher ideal which is still possible for St. Louis in 
spite of adverse conditions, is the life of the family 
in its own home. 

Rapid electric transit has done much to increase 
the possibilities of this. So have building associa- 
tions. The city has a great territory of vacant lots 
within its limits. It has a still greater territory 
waiting occupation just beyond its limits. 

These conditions are favorable to the hope of see- 
ing the life of the city characterized by the settled 
life of the family home rather than the shifting life 
of the flat and the tenement. The conditions most 
adverse to the realization of this ideal grow out of 
the levying of excessive taxes for “improvements” 
or other purposes under conditions which force fam- 
ilies of small incomes to surrender their homes to 
capitalists able to pay the taxes and hold the prop- 
erty for investment or as locations for flats and ten- 
ements. 

The man who marries and, after giving his family 
a home of its own, succeeds in keeping in possession 
in spite of all adverse conditions, does work for 
the future of the city which promises more than anv 
other single thing he could do through the use of 
property. 

The most fortunate of all cities is the city with 
the largest number of actual homes. 
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Powers’ case having been transferred to a Fed- 
eral Court, he now has a chance for a jury whose 
political opinions are the same as his own.

Intimates That He Took His

CHICAGO, July 10.—Coroner Hoffman 
today began an investigation into the 
mystery surrounding the death of Lewis 
W. Stone, the octogenarian millionaire, 
whose strange death in his fashionable 
home at 4316 Michigan avenue yesterday 
precipitated a fight for the aged man's 
fortune. 

The investigation is based on the flat 
declaration of Mrs. Fred Howard, the 
adopted daughter of the aged man, that 
she cannot reconcile herself to the be- 
Mef that the shot which ended the old 
man’s life was fired by his own hand. 

Mrs. Howard has informed the au- 
thorities of a mysterious telephone mes- 
sage, which she thinks adds strength to 
her belief. 


At the inquest today at the home 
of the deceased Mrs. Howard bared 
other facts in support of her theory. 


A family skeleton was dragged to light 
in the household of the wealthy recluse 
that may result in sensational develop- 
ments. 

“Of course we make no charges what- 


ever,” sald Mrs. Howard. ‘‘But 1 can- 
not believe that my- father took his 
own life. He was not that sort of man. | 


Moreover, we have heard things that! 
make it seem improbable. Never since | 
I have known him has he had a revolver 
about the house. He always kept an 
old. shotgun. I doubt whether he ever 
had a revolver in his hands.

CATCHER ZEARFOSS |MARTIN J. SHERIDAN 
BECOMES CHAMPION 
ALL-ROUND ATHLETE| 


BOSTON, July 10.—To win the allround 
amateur championship of America has 
been the dream of many a brawny ath- 


lete, but to see a wiry Irishman walk 
out on a field with a broad smile on his 
face, as Martin J. Sheridan did in 
Brookline Saturday, and break the rec- 
ord for the title by 460 points was some- 
thing none of the spectators ever 
thought of. 

This giant, clean-limbed and long-wind- 
ed athletes, won 6802% points so easily 
that his performance was little short of 
marvelous. He was a new man to the all- 
round event and not many present knew 
him. Some said he was a New York 
discus thrower and volunteered the sug- 
gestion before that he was probably a 
muscle-bound weight lifter. But Sher- 
idan proved far different. 

At the start he qualified in the 100- 
yard dash; then he won the 16-pound 
shotput, tied in the running high jump, 
qualified in the 88-yard walk, and then 
everybody began to take notice. 

“Who is he?” they asked, but before 
they could get anybody to tell them 
he threw the 16-pound hammer 112 feet 
and some inches. He vaulted 10 feet 6 
inches with a pole, and then scampered

home a winner over the high hurdles. 
He completed his astonishment of the 
spectators by winning the weight- 
throw and the running broad jump, and 
then won a mile run to show that he 


Was not all in then. 
After the games Sheridan leisurely 


sauntered out of the grounds and took 
a train for his home in New York City, 
where he is foreman of the athletic 
grounds of the Park Devartment. It 
was his work in that position that en- 
abled Sheridan to jump, run, throw 
weights and develop every muscle in 
his perfect body. 

He did not don light togs and train 
for weeks. as most athletes do, for even 
a single event. His method was the 
simplest kind. When he went to Tomp- 
kins Park to see that a 16-pound shot 
was satisfactory he looked it over by 
throwing it a few times, and, when he 
went to Seward Park to inspect the run- 
ning track, he tested it by a half-mile 
run or so. 

Little by little Sheridan turned his 
work into practice for a feat no other 
man has accomplished. He did not do 
it deliberately, but by working along 
naturally. is peculiar method of 
training is not new to him, for in the 
seven years he has been in this country 
he has made a combination of work and 
training. 

One of his greatest feats was in 
breaking the world’s discus record in 
Montreal Sept. 4 of last year, when he 
made a mark of 133 feet 6% inches. 


Invents Glove 
Used on 


Now that the baseball mitt has been 
enlarged until no further improvement 
can be made in this direction, and has 
been modified in design by the addition 
of heel pads and finger webs to insure 
the safe lodgement of the ball until in- 
genunity can suggest nothing further, 
an Illinois inventor comes forward with 
a mitt for two hands, which is entirely 
unique. 

This glove is constructed with sepa- 
rate hand and finger holds for each 
hand, connected with a pocket or re- 
ceptacle between them, so that all the 
catcher has to do is to judge accurately 
the probable course of the thrown or

pitched ball and close the pocket by 
folding the double glove to prevent its 
escape. In order not to interfere with 
the catchers’ throwing arm, one of the 
gloves, depending on whether the wear- 
er is right or left handed, is designed to 
permit the easy and quick removal of 
the hand. 

In modern baseball the use of the 
love is looked upon as essential, even 
or the fielder, and the day when the 
catcher wore only a small glove, not 
much larger than the fielder’s glove of 
today is only a memory of the days of 
Anson's supremacy on the diamond. 
The duplicate padded glove, if adopted, 
will afford still greater protection for 
the catcher’s hand and raise the stand- 
ard of the catcher’'s efficiency.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., July 10.—In 
response to your telegram as to my 
apinion of the significance of the boo- 
dling exposures so generally being made 
over the country and to whether it in- 
dicates a decadence in the moral tone 
of the American people I have this 
to say: 

“The hunt for boodlers and grafters 
now going on from one end of the land 
the other is an evidence, not of 
moral degeneration, but of a moral 
awakening.

ENGINEER KILLED 
HAND ON THROTTLE 


Train Sped on at Speed of a 
Mile a Minute Until Fire- 
man Stopped It. 


An inquest was. begun Monday at 
Taylorville, Ill., into the death of O- C. 
Henry, engineer of the Banner Blue 
Limited of the Wabash Railroad, who 
was instantly killed Sunday ewening by 
a signal post striking his head as he 
leaned out of the cab window of his 
engine, as it was running a mile a min- 
ute near Taylorville. 

The engineer was found by the fire- 
man dead at the throttle with the top 
of his head crushed after the train had 
run for some distance without control.

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MILLIONAIRE ON WHOSE 
YACHT SAILORS REBEL. 


HOWARD GOULD S 
SAILORS MUTINY 


Complaining of Bad Treatment 
and Poor Food, 26 Men 
Rebel Until Released. 


NEW MEN JOIN REBELS 


Seamen Employed to Take 
Places of Disaffected Men 
Cast Lot With Them. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Disp<z' ch. 
NEW YORK, July 10.—Alimost three 
weeks having expired without the How- 
ard Goulds figuring conspicuously in 
the newspapers, fate brought them to 
the front on the run. This time it was a 
mutiny on board their yacht Niagara. 
Efforts to recrult sailors for the yacht 
brought to light the story of the mu- 
tiny, which resulted in 26 men leaving 
the yacht at midnight after a day of 
disorder. 
Trouble was brewing for a month 
aboard the Niagara. The crew com- 
plained that Capt. Grant was a marti- 
net. It was gossip of the forevastle 
that Capt. Grant was acting under 
orders from Mrs. Gould, and that Mr. 
Gould had little or no part in the man- 

agement of the yacht. 

The men say that bad food served 
to the sallors and others below the 
ranking officers, and.the withholding 
of their wages, were directly responsi- 
ble for the mutiny. The men say that 
the breakfast consisted of a thin gruel, 
one cup of coffee and a thin silce of 
bread: The men say that with this as 
a nourishment the men were expected 
to begin their day’s work. Requests 
for more than one cup of coffee were 
refused until the sailors ceased to ask 
a second time. The steward informed 
them he was acting under orders. The 
Sailors described dinner as consisting of 
salt fish, meat only two or three times 
a week and potatoes as the only vege- 
table. Whenever a dessert was served 
the men it was usually a pudding of 
such poor quality that they refused to 
touch it. On several occasions, they 
declare, the meat was tainted and they 
sent it back untouched. Supper con- 
sisted of what was left over from the 
midday meal. 

After a month of this fare, several] of 
the men say they prepared to quit on 
July 1, when their pay was due. The 
day passed without their being paid and 
the crew began to grumble. They re- 
ceived no satisfaction on the following 
day. Hegeman Monsen, a sailor, mus- 
tered the crew on deck at 10 o'clock on 


the morning of July 8. Capt. Grant 
hurried on deck. Monsen stapped for- 
ward to act as spokesman and Capt. 
Grant ordered him to the hold. 

“We will not work on empty stom- 


— and we want our pay,’ Monsen 
Sa kt 
Monsen savs Capt. Grant started to 


throw him to the deck, when six or 
more muscular seamen shouted that 
there would be trouble if Monsen were 
injured. Capt. Grant is said to have 
walked away. The men dispersed. The 
trouble broke out afresh in the after- 
noon. They faced Capt. Grant and 
again demanded their money. Monsen 
says that Capt. Grant's reply was: ‘‘l 
can do as I please. Go back to your 
quarters and eat rotten potatoes, all of 
you. 

The crew decided to wait until night 
when Mr. Gould usually came aboard 
‘the yacht. 

When Capt. Grant first saw what was 
on foot early in the day agents were 
dispatched to secure other sailors. 
Twelve men were taken aboard. They 
were warned bv the crew of conditions, 
and after seeing the rations provided at 
supper, joined the mutineers. The crew 
were becoming boisterous when Mr. 
Gould rached the Niagara shortly be- 
fore 10 p. m. 

Officers hurried to the forecastle. 
promising that as soon as Mr. Gould 
departed their complaints would be at- 
tended to. 

‘Unless order is restored we will cal! 
the police,’ the second mate is alleged 
to have threatend 

“Bring on the police. That's 
we want,’ the men shouted. 

As a pledve of good faith, four of the 
men were wnaid off. This quieted the 
crew until Mr. Gould left the vacht at 
10:30 o'clock. Then men gathered around

Capt. Grant. He started in to paying 
off the crew. Eighteen sailors, two 
cooks, an oller and third engineer, in 


addition to the four firemen. demanded 
to go ashore at once. The launch was 
manned and the 26 men left the Niagara 
with less than half the usual crew to 
sail her.

Fie commanded them several times, and 
finally areued with them, but the men 
were firm and the outfit returned to the 
garrison. The matter has been placed 
in the hands of Col. Wallace. 

The reason advanced by the men’s ac- 
tion is that they have been given more 
duty than other troops at the post. 

There have been 12 desertions from 
this troop within the past three weeks 
and three more men have just left.
